The band of naval officers which ori 
Wetinesday quit the capital and with- 
drew to the Island of Salamis, ‘today 
seized the arsenal there and are now 
entreached. They met no opposition. 

The rebels are led by Lieut. Tibal- 
dos, and are reported to number 300 
men. The Government has proclaimed 
Tibaldos a traitor, and ordered his ar- 
rest. : :

Baer was taken to the City Hospital 
in an ambulance, but Was pronounced 
dead and the body was removed to the 
Morgue. J 

Mrs. Setbert told the police that Baer 
said he had been rooming on Market 
street, “but did not tell the exact 'ad- 
dress. He told Mrs. Seibert he had 
suffered from rheumatism for years, 
his wife was dead and he was estranged 
from all his relatives. 

Ceme From Saxony. 

“The old man told me,” .said Mrs. 
Seibert, ‘“‘that he came from Saxony, 
where he had $26,000 on deposit. He had 
been away from the fatherland many 
years and was letting his money accu- 
mulate. His sister, not having heard 
from him, supposed him to be. dead, 
She broughtvaction in the German courts 
to get the money as his heir and suc- 
ceeded, the courts pronouncing him 
dead.”’ 

“That was two years ago,”” Mr. Baer 
said, “and he heard of it a year ago 
and went back to his old home to prove 
that he was alive. He said his sister 
recognized him, but the ¢ourts refused 
to admit that he was a living man, The 
decree had been passed, and he could 
not recover his money. His ister, how- 
ever, said sHe would pay him $520 a year, 

His Daughter Eloped. 

“Mr. Baer said he returned to the 
United States after swearing an oath 
that he never would go back to Ger- 
many and would have nothing more to 
do with any of his relatives. He said 
his daughter eloped and was married 
seven years ago, since which time he 
has not communicated with her. He 
said he had a son in Pennsylvania.” 

Among Baer’s effects was 4a photo. 
graph addressed to him, marked “Re- 
turn to Mrs. P. J. Baer, Freeport, Pa.” 
The police believe this is from his daugh- 
ter-in-law. Baer had $10.32 in his pock- 
ets. From things he said to Mrs, Sei- 
bert it is believed his $620 annuity was 
overdue and that he feared he woutd not

In announcing his decision, the Com-

Refusal of the owners of these two 
pieces of property to give options has 
brought the project to'a standstill. John 
BB, Tiedeman, secretary of the City Im- 
prevement Association, who has been@ 
acting with Robert HEH. Cornell, real es- 
tate officer of the Commonwealth Trust 
Co., in séturing options, said Friday 
that unless there is a change of attitude 
on the part of the holders of these two 
pieces, the block will be abandoned and 
another downtown location sought. 

The property owners who have refused 
to give options are Conrad Schopp and 
Charles W. Whitelaw, president of the 
Polar Wave Ice Co. They have ex- 
pressed‘a willingness to sell, but will not 
give options. The promoters of the plan 
for the downtown station say they are 
not in a position to buy until they have 
obtained options on the entire block. 

Mr. Cornell and Mr. Tiedman are not 
acting for the Commonwealth Trust Co. 
nor for the McKinley line people, ac- 
cording to Mr. Tiedeman, but for a syn- 
dicate which proposes to erect a build- 
ing which the McKinley interests are ex- 
pected to lease for % years. 

The. McKinley system, according to 
realty men, has entered into a contract 
with Mr. Corneil and his associates to 
occupy the proposed building at a stipu- 
lated rental. provided legislation can be 
obtained which will give it a right of 
way from Twelfth and Gay streets to 
Fourth -nd Morgan streets, and provid- 
ed the deal for the sitegis completed by 
Dee. 31, 1910. * 

Five Months in Negotation. 

According to Mr. Schopp, negotiations 
for the block have been in progress for 
more than five months. The block, 
which embraces the Ownerships and the 
improvements of which consist princi- 
pally of two and three story buildings, 
is a stronghold of commission men. 

The land with the improvements is 
appraised at about $2,000,000. 

As a site for the big central station, 
this block, retail men declare, has been 
well selected. It is within one block 
of Washington avenue and in the heart 
of the retail business center of St. 
Louis, : 

The purchases of the McKinley sys- 
tem in the vicinity of Twelfth and 
Gay streets, have led to the belief that 
the terminals would be there. 

A new right of way, it is said, is 
projected by the -McKinley system, 
which will bring it directly to the 
Fourth street block.

Vaisy Schmick and Mrs. Mabel Gibson, 
sued to have the will, which has been 
probated, set aside. The plaintiffs al- 
leged undue influence upon the part of 
Miss Suden &nd lack vf responsibility 
upon the part of Wright, who, ac- 
cording to the testimony, drank con- 
siderably for a year prior to his death. 

Testimony was given in an effcrt to 
prove.that Wright and Miss Suden com- 
pclled Wright's mother to eat and sleep 
in a basement room. Miss Suden’s 
counsel, Thomas Bond, male the state- 
ment that Mrs. Wright preferred the 
reom, which was mot in the basement, 
but between the basemenc and the first 
tioor proper, because it was warm in 
winter and cool in summer.

The Court said that a person has the 
right to dispose of property as. he 
pleases, provided he is mentally sound 
and is not influenced unduly by the 
beneficiary. 

If the jury should return a verdict 
setting aside the will, Judge Kinsey 
said, he would set aside the verdict.

Accused - of . Obtainey Money 
From Men by Bogus Bond-

Three states and the United States 
Government are interested in William 
F. Little, a broker and promoter with 
offices in the Chemical Building, who 
was taken to Ozark, Mo.. by the sheriff 
of Christian County Thursday on a war- 
rant charging him with defrauding the 
Ozark Electric Light Co. in connection 
with a proposition to negotiate the bonds 
of the concern, 

Little was under arrest on a Coffe 
plaint from Illinais when the Ozarkers 
reached St. Louls in advance of the 
Illinois officers and took him away. He 
was arrested Oct. 20 by Chief of De- 
tectives Smith on @ warrant charging 
that he defraunded Arthur Torr of 
Farmersburg, Ind., out of $600 on a bond 
deal, 

The trial of Little on a federa) in- 
dictment, returned Oct. 9, 1908, accusing 
him of attempting to defraud the Web- 
ster County Telephone Co., is set for 
the second week in November, in the 
-United States District Court in’ St. 
Louis. 

Assistant District Attérney Daues sald 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday that 
the Government has received about 
twenty complaints against Little, in- 
volving his use of the mails in alleged 
fraudulent transactions regarding bond 
deals. The federal indictment charges 
that he represented himself as a dealer 
in bonds and suggested to J. G. Robert- 
son of Marshfield, Mo., an official of 
the Webster County Telephone Co., that 
he could have bonds printed eheaper 
than elsewhere and then could sell them 
to advantage. It is alleged that he got 
a-deposit from the Webster County tel- 
ephone officials, but never had _ the 
bonds printed.

Member of Syndicate Involves 
David Garfinkel in His 
Confession. 


Increased activity of the St. Louis po- 
lice in suppressing the ‘‘white slave” 
traffic is expected to result from the 
disclosures made by the Anti-White 
Slave Commission of Chicago in its ef- 
fort to stamp out this form of vice. That 
young girls have been lured from St. 
Louis to Chicago under specious prom- 
ises that they would find employment 
there has been established through a 
confession obtained by the Chicago au- 
thorities from “Dick’’ Tyler. 

On the strength of Tyler’s statement, 
David Garfinkél, a saloon keeper at 1715 
Market street, is held by the St. Louis: 
police on a warrant issued against him 
in Chicago. He is charged with hav- 
ing been the St. Louis agent of the gang 
which enticed young women from their 
homes, 

Garfinkel has admitted that he intro 
duced a girl to Tyler, but denies that 
he was an agent for the white slave 
traffic, 

According to the confession made by 
Tyler in Chicago the saloon operated 
by Garfinkel near the Union Station

Clifford G, Roe, chairman of the Anti- 
White Slave Commission in Chicago, 
came to St. Louls Thursday and had 
a long talk with Garfinkel at Police 
Headquarters, 

Specifically the men under arrest are 
accused of taking three girls, Frankie 
Grace, Grace Davis and ‘Tootsie’ 
Thomas, from St. Louis to Maurice Van 
Bever’s Chicago resort. The girls 
were takén to Chicago last July. 

Mr.. Roe has learned more of the 
workings 6f the white slavers in St. 
Louis. The St. Louis members of the 
gang, he #&%s, got acquainted with 
young women at dance halis, in restau- 
rants and in department stores. The 
men told the girls of the fabulous wages 
paid working girls in Chicago. Those 
who evidenced a desire to go to Chi 
cago were introduced to the Chicago 
agents of the gang. 

Usually some one of the St. Louis 
gang went to Chicago with the Chicago 
agents and the women and they always 
left the train at one ef the suburban 
Chicago railway depots. Then the girls 
vere taken directly to resorts. ‘ They 
were kept under constant espionage and 
were never allowed to go on the street 
unaccompanied. Some of the women 
told Mr. Roe that men followed when 
the girls went shopping. Threats of 
violence, they assert, were used _ to 
make them keep silent. 

Usually the slavers contrive to loan 
the girls money and they were told if 
they attempted to escape they would be 
arrested. Mr. Roe declares he has in- 
stances where men in police uniform 
were called in to carry out the “bluff.” 

Garfinkel made a statement Frida) 
in which he denied that he had any 
connection with the white slave traf- 
fic in St, Louis, Tyler, he said, for 
merly worked for him as a bartender 
and always visited his saloon when he 
came to St. Louis. He said that he 
suspected that Tyler was engaged in 
che white slave traffic, but that he 
himself had nothing to do with it. 

“Tl introduced a young woman to 
Tyler one night, but there was noth- 
ing wrong in that,” he said. “I never 
aided Tyler or anyone else in sending 
girls to Chicago.” 

Garfinkel has engaged Harry M.

BRITISHERS INSURE AVIATORS 
AND THOSE WHO FEAR FLYING 
MACHINES MAY DROP ON THEM 


U. S. Consul Reports That Rates 
Are Surprisingly Liberal for 


Air Sailors. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2%.—Insurance 
for those who go up in flying machines 
is the latest form of policy brought out 
by an enterprising Scottish casualty 
insurance company. Maxwell Blake, 
United States consul at Dumfermline, 
S*otland, reports today to the Bureau 
of commerce and labor that the cor- 
poration in question has recognized the 
need for insuring aviators. 

The innovation is looked upon with 
distrust by other {nsurance concerns of 
Great Britain. Lioyd’s declining to is- 
sue such insurance on the operators, 
machinery or structure of aeroplanes 
or dirigible balloons. 

Another phase of insurance relative 
to the new science. of aeronautics, has 
been put out by a well-known marine 
insurance company of England. This 
policy appears be considerably in ad- 
vance of the e, for it contemplates 
protection of the lives and property of 
innocent persons who may be individual- 
ly injured or whose possessions may be 
damaged by falling aeroplanes. 

In view of the many amateurs who 
are entering the field of aviation the 
rates) naturally would be supposed to 
be so high as to be almost prohibitive. 
Consul Blake declares, however, that 
the rate of the policy and its indemnity 
provisions are,surprisingly liberal. He 
adds that it is genérally recognized in 
Great Britain that an entirely new and 
perhaps profitable <ield for ,insurancs 
activity has been opened up by the in- 
troduction of the aeroplane.

“| Railroad —— Declares More 


Attention Must Be Paid to 


Proposes to Build Fewer Bat- 
tleships and Encourage 
Agriculture.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—*‘What must we 
do to be fed?” is the title of the first 
article of a series by James J. Hill, 
“The Builder of the Northwest,”’ which 


appears in the November. number of 
The World’s Work. Mr. Hill points out 
strikingly that a rise_in thie price of 
bread and a food shortage have begun 
already in this land of plenty. 

Mr. Hill’s thoughtful words would be 
alarming did he not point out the way 
to feed 200,000,000 people, who, he confi- 
dently predicts, will inhabit this country 
at the end of 80. years. He. begins:* 
“Land without population is a wilder- 
ness, and population without. land is a 
mob. A prosperous agricultural interest 
is to a nation what good digestion is to 
aman. The soil is the only resource 
that renews itself continually after hav- 
ing produced valué, 

“Tt do not wish to belittle the im- 
portance of manufacture or its rela- 
tive value in general growth. But for 
many years this country has made the 
mistake of unduly assisting manufac- 
ture, commerce and other activities that 
center in cities, at the expense of the 
farm. The result is a neglected system 
of agriculture and the decline of the 
farming interest.” 

Wealth Depends on Agriculture. 

Further on Mr. Hill says: 

“It is made clear by every process of 
logic and by’ the proof of historic fact 
that the wealth of a nation, the char- 
acter of its people, the quality and per- 
manence of its instructions are all de- 
pendent upon a sound and sufficient 
agficultural foundation, 

“If I could have my way I should 
build a couple of warships a year less. 
Perhaps one would do. I would take 
that 45,0. ,000. or . $6,000,000 2 year and 
start at’ least.1000 agricultural schools in 


‘the United States at $5000 a year each, 


in . the shapé. of a’ model farm. This 


| model farmi would be simply a tract of 


land conforming ‘ia size, soil, treatment, 
crop selection ahd mothods of. cultiva- 
tion to modern agricultural . methods. 
Its purpose would be to furnish to all 
its neighborhood e working model for 
common. instructi 

“Let us set theap stmple principles of 
the new method (of agriculture) out in 
order,’’ says Mr. Hill toward the ond of 
his illuminating article. 

‘l. The farmer must cultivate no more 
land than. he can till thoroughly. With 
less labor he will get more results. Of- 
ficial statistics show that the net profit 
from one crop of 2 bushels of wheat to 
the acre is as great as that from two of 
16, after original cost of production has 
been paid. 

“2. There must be rotation of crops. 
Ten years of single cropping will pretty 
nearly wear out eny but the richest 
soil. A proper three or five year rota- 
tion ef crops actually enriches the land. 

“8. There must be soil renovation by 
fertilizing; and the best fertilizer is that 
provided by nature herself.”

eT HAD thought that the injuries 

due to the steel cleats were un- 

necesary and could be avoided 
by using a modified football shoe cleat, 
I figured it would afford just as much 
purchase to the feet of the runner and 
would result in just as much speed in 
circling the bases. 

“So it would. But on second thought 
there is another arid perhaps more im- 
portant consideration. It is this: If the 
sharp cleats were done away with and 
the baseman had nothing to fear, the 
runner would have no chance whatever, 
for the taseman could then block him 
off without extraordinary risk to him- 
self. At most, a bruise would result, 
This would be a death blow to base 
stealing. I am inclined to believe that 
we had best let well enough alone in 
the matter.
